Weldanz was 23 years old, and lived at 
18346 North Twentieth street. 

Saturday night he went fishing. gving 
with a party of friends to Grafton, 40 miles 
up the river. 

“Be awful careful, 
Kruse, his sweetheart, 
North Ninth street. 

“All right, I won't go in the water,’ 
ward promised. 

‘‘Be sure you don't, dear; I can't help 
fecling that something is going to happen 
you,”” his sweetheart said. 

Weidanzg could not swim a stroke. ‘The 
girl who loved him knew it. and so did the 
mother and father who loved him.

The young men reached Grafton in the 
flush of a fisherman's joyful anticipation af 
the morrow. They were young and hardy 
and went down to a barge at the river 
bank to sleep.

TILDEN’S MESSAGE TO PARKER. 

Col. Henry Watterson of Louisville, has been to Esopus to 
Democratic candidate for president. 

We wonder if the good, gray Kentuckian showed Judge Parker a most interest- 
ing letter that Samuel J. Tilden wrote to Col. Watterson in March, 1885, about 
three wéeks after Grover Cleveland ha@d been inaugurated President. In that let- 
ter Mr. Tilden discussed with more than Ordinary franknese political patronage and 
political organization. 

Of his own methods and achieveménts he said: 

“I depended on ideas as a political force more liberally, and Jess on machinery, 
than anybody else has done. What is called patronage, I never had to any appre- 
ciable extent, and yet I held my ascendancy with the Democratic masses of this 
state when I had to confront the adverse influence of the executive, of the heads of 
departménts, of the judiciary, and of the majority of both branches of the legisia- 
ture and of one-third of the county leaders 1 held, also, a majority of the voters of 
this state against at least 20,000 office hold ers.”’ 

Mr. Tilden was a most adroit and congummate politician—perhaps the most ac- 
complished politician the Democratic party has produced since Martin Van Buren. 
But Mr. Tilden knew that campaigns coujg not be won merely by political ma- 
chinery and backroom conferences. He Knew that the man who appealed to the 
corsciénce and to the intelligence of the Masses could defeat the man who placed 
his trust in organizations, wirepullers ang precinct plotters. He knew, too, that the 
American people love a leader who leads. , 

It is easy to define what Samuel J. Tilden would have Gone tn 1876 if a David Bb. 
Hill had undortaken.to manipulate the Machinery of Democratic politics in New 
York, to fly in the face of public sentiment py attempting to drag the judiciary into 
partisan politics and to jeopardize the Sugceas of his party by forcing the nomina- 
tion of a Btanchfield for governor. He Would have made an appeal in person to the 
Democratic voters of the state and they Would have responded with the enthusiasm 
they have always shown when a great Man representing a great cause places him- 
self at the head of his party. , 

Samuei J. Tildén would never for a minute have permitted anybody to imperil the 
chances of party succeas by peanut statements, to puhish his personal enemies and 
promote his persona! plans. What Mr. Tilden would have done Judge Parker can do. 
The Democrats of New York are not less responsive to real leadership today than 
they were jn Tilden's time. |

=| READY FOR OPENING 


Sixty Thousand Children Will For- 
sake Playgrounds for Desks at 
9 O’Clock Tuesday Morning. 


Sixty tnousand school children are expect- 
ed to sit up straight when the teachers in 
the various schools of St. Louis rap on 
their desks for order at 9 o'clock tomorrow 
morning. It is estimated that the total en- 
rollment on opening day last year will be 
eclipsed by at least two thousand pupils. 

e The new Yeatman high school on Natu- 
ral Bridge road east of Grand avenue will 
be opened for the first time tomorrow, and 
it is expected the enrollment there will 
be over 600. The new school will be in 
charge of Principal J. W. Withers and As- 
sistant Principal Knox of the Central high 
school, 

* The addition of another school of high 
grade will greatly relieve the congestion 
that has been such an annoyance at the 
Central high school in past years. The 
attendance at the Central school is not ex. 
pected to exceed 2000. 

The only school which will occupy a new 
building is the Cote Briiliante, which 


will move into a large new structure on 
Cottage avenue a few blocks west of Tay- 
lor avenue. 

An innovation in the course of -instruc- 
tion in the high schools will be the estab- 
lishment of a more thorough business 
course, by means of which students may 
obtain the instruction of a regular business 
college, with the addition of a good gen- 
tral education. In addition to bookkeeping 
and shorthand, which has been taught 
heretofore, the three high schools will ne 
equ! pped with banking rooms and for the 
practical instruction of the pupils, and also 
a large ag “gl of typewriting machines for 
the course stenography. 

At a meeting in the auditorium of the 
Central High School Monday morning about 
1200 teachers and principals were addressed 
by Supt. F. Louis Soldan with regard to 
the opening of the schools. Supt. Soldan 
spoke of the new rules that have been 
made and also cautioned the teachers about 
obtaining a correct enrollment. 


Mr. Soldan referred to the work which 
has been done at the World's Fair in the 


Educational building and complimented the kles.

Elizabeth Brown's dusky beauty and Po- 
liceman Robert's eagle eye combined to 
rob two congregations—one in St. Louis 
and one in East St. Louis—of their pastors 


Sunday night, 

While. the congregations waited and pos- 
sibly prayed for their respective shepherds, 
Rev. William Loston and Rev. Thomas 
Moss, both -negroes, sat disconsolate in a 
cell at the Deere Street Police Station. 

Lotson’s pulpit may again be vacant next 
Sunday -night, unless one of his flock ap- 
pears at the Dayton Street Police Court 
with $8. Moss, however, is again ready 
for preaching, having paid $2 costs assessed 
against him. 

Elizabeth Brown is a member of the 
Church of God at 4059 Cottage avenue. She 
is good-looking, light-complexioned and 
dresses stylishly. In fact, she is said to 
be the belle of the congregation. 

Thomas Moss was formerly pastor of the 
church. Several months ago he was sure- 
ceeded by William Loston. Moss then be- 
came pastor of the Church of God in East 


St. Louis. 

But Moss did not forget Elizabeth Brown. 
He arranged special services for Sunday 

ao oo prepared an exceptional sermon and 

ed Miss Brown for the privilege of 
escorting her to his new church. She ac- 
cepted 

Moss. called for her about 7 o'clock :nd 
they started for East St. Louis. Her home 
is near the St. Louis Church of God. When 
they reached Euclid and Cottage avenues 
they met Loston, who lives at 4304 Cottage 
avenue.

Moss says ston struck at him with a 
Bible, which he carried in a steel-bound 
case, fitted with a handle.
